TV shows.

DISARMAMENT 
OUT OF HAND 
S A Y S JESUIT 


By B IL L W. D E A N 
OMAHA, Neb. (AP> — We’ve 
got the cart before the horse in 
our disarm am ent wrangling with 
the Soviets, says the teacher of 
what may be the only college 
course 
in disarm am ent 
in the 
nation. 
There’s no use arguing about 
nuclear warheads, contends the 
Rev. Edward A. Conway. S.J. We 
ought to be worrying about the 
missiles that would deliver them. 
"We have let technology get too 
far ahead of our political accom ­ 
plishment,” says Father Conway, 
gesturing with a fistful of techni­ 
cal papers in the Jesuit quarters 
of Creighton University. 


"T oo L o t*" 
"Before long it will be too late 
to control the missiles. The thing 
is getting farther out 
of hand 
every m inute.” 
The crux of the problem is in­ 
spection, 
the 
thing 
on 
which 
America has been standing firm. 
But 
Father Conway gives it a 
different twist. 
There are three phases to a 
weapon: 
production, 
possession 
and use. So far as atomic bombs 
are concerned, argues the Jesuit 
priest, "You can’t inspect for pos­ 


session any m ort. 


"N a g g in g F e a r" 
"We would always have the 
nagging fear they had secreted a 
sufficient 
number 
of 
nuclear 
weapons to back up any black­ 
m ail.” 
But you can inspect missiles 
and their launching facilities, and 
that’s the practical place to try to 
exercise control, he believes. 
"It doesn’t m atter so much how 
many atom ic bombs you have so 
long as you don’t have the deliv­ 
ery system s.” 
Fear Would Prompt 
At 57, white-haired Father Con­ 
way is a specialist but not an 
optimist about disarm am ent. If 
anything will prompt it in these 
days of the cold war, he says, it 
is fear — fear and the feeling 
of each side they are about equal 
in their weapon development. 
"I have a feeling now no serious 
attem pt at disarm am ent will be 
made until both sides get what 
they need; a real stalem ate with 
both satisfied they are not the 
underdog." 
Milwaukee-born Father Conway 
started out as a student of papal 
dLsarmament teachings, originat­ 
ed a IM3 "P attern for Peace" 
declaration backed by 147 Protes­ 
tant, Catholic and Jewish leaders 
and later lectured for the State 
Department on the Dumbarton 
Oaks proposals which led to the 
formation of the United Nations.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Manu­ 
facturers Light & Heat Co. of 
Pittsburgh Friday filed with the 
Federal Power Commission a $1,* 
645,000 increase in wholesale nat­ 
ural gas rates affecting 28 utilities 
in Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio, 
New Jersey and Maryland. 
Vice President C. A. M assa said 
over half of the rate hike is needed 
to offset higher charges Manu­ 
facturers’ pipeline suppliers have 
asked. 


M anufacturers asked that the 
rates become effective Dec. 7. Gas 
companies affected by M anufac­

serve over 400,000 customers. 
At the sam e tim e another P itts­ 
burgh firm , Home Gas Co., asked 
the FTC for approval of a $316,000 
rate increase on natural gas it 
supplies six New York utilities.

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SEEK FEDERAL 
COURT ACTION 
IN LYNCHING

.lustier Department had waited 
for action by a Mississippi grand 
jury, but no action came. Now 
the department will seek federal 
court action against the lynchers 
of Negro Mack Charles Parker. 
Acting Atty. Gen. Lawrence E. 
Walsh announced Thursday night 
that the I .S. attorney in Jackson, 
Miss., had been told to take stops 
toward presenting the case to a 
federal grand jury. 
Parker, a 23-year-old Lumber­ 
ton. Miss.. Negro indicted for rap­ 
ing a white woman, was dragged 
screaming from his cell last April. 
His body was found later in a 
river. 
Hostile Attitude 
Initial Mississippi reaction to 
the newest federal move was hos­ 
tile. Judge Sebe Dale, in whose 
court 
the Pearl 
River County 
Grand Jury made its report, said 
he didn’t think the Justice Depart­ 
ment had a chance to get an in­ 
dictment. 
Justice Department officials de­ 
clined to say whether they would 
try to indict th* lynchers under 
thie kidnaping law with its death 
penalty or under civil rights laws 
with their lesser penalties. 
The decision to enter the case 
marked a sharp reversal for the 
department. After a month-long 
investigation by the FBI last May, 
Justice Department officials said 
there had been no evidence of vio­ 
lation of the federal kidnaping law 
because the lynchers apparently 
had not crossed a state line. 
The FBI report then was turned 
over to Mississippi. But the 378- 
page 
report, 
which 
reportedly 
identified the men involved, was 
not considered by the local grand 
jury.
